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3. An examination of this application reveals that applicant is unfamiliar with patent 
prosecution procedure.

The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in 
the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with 
which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. Applicant has disclosed 
his/her invention in general terms without providing specifics that would enable one of ordinary 
skill in the art to make or use the invention without undue experimentation. This is evidenced by 
the lack of reference to the drawings within the written specification. 
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6. Claims 1-3 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure that makes up the device must be clearly and positively 
specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a manner as to present a 
complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one sentence form only. Note the format of 
the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

7. Due to the deficiencies stated above, prior art rejections are not appropriate at this time. 
However, applicant's attention is directed toward the Figure 7 of the Brooks patent (6,898,299) 
that teaches a keyboard with biometric keys for authentication purposes, and the Buckley patent 
(6,551,107) which teaches the use of keyboards for web-based learning systems.
